John D. Rockefeller, Oil 
King And Philanthropist, 
Dies At Age Of Nearly 98 


ORMOND BBACH, Fla,, May 24, 

John D, Rockefeller, Sr,, found» 
e: of the world’s greatest “dollar 
dynasty,” lay stilled in death to- 
day—just 26 months short of his 
cherished desire to live to be 100, 
He would have been 98 July 8. 

The aged capitalist died Sunday 
morning at his Winter home, “The 
Casements,” drifting peacefully off 
to his final sleep after complain- 
ing he felt “very tired,” 

His physician attributed death 
to hardening of the heart muscles, 

The nonagenarian Croesus, who 
rose from a $4.50 a week clerk to 
the mastership of a fortune esti- 
mated as high as $2,400,000,000, 
died comparatively a “poor man,” 

Long azo, since his retirement 
from active business at 57, he had 
turned the bulk of his fabulous 
riches over to his only son, John 
D., Jv, or spread-eagled it in phi- 
lanthropic endowments, 

In his lifetime he had given 
away the amazing sum of over Aa 
half billion dollars. 

The body will be taken to the 
Rockefeller home in Pocantico 
Hills, N. Y., where a simple pri- 
vate funeral will be held Wednes- 
day. Burial will follow Thursday 
in Cleveland, where in 1855 he 
trudged the streets for six weeks 
before he landed his first job as 
a bookkeeper's assistant, 


The death of John D, Rocke- 
feller, Sr., Sunday at his Ormond 
Beach, Fla., estate brought state- 
ments of regret, coupled with 
praise for his philanthropy from 
many walks of life. 

President Robert M, Hutchins, 
of the University of Chicago, 
which Mr, Rockefeller founded, 
said it was “impossible t6 over- 
estimate the indebtedness of Amer- 
ica and of mankind for such no- 
ble service to education and the 
research for truth.” 

Referring to contributions from 
the philanthropist and his family 
totaling $78,448,407, Dr. Hutchins 
added: 

“This alone would give him a 
unique position among the world’s 
philanthropists. But what is al- 
most as remarkable, he refused to 
permit the University to bear his 
name, and he never interfered, di- 
rectly or indirectly, with the 
trustees’ freedom of action or the 


faculty's freedom of thought and| 


teachings,” 

Harold H, Swift, president of 
the board of trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, commented: 

“Mr. Rockefeller established a 
new conception of the social re- 
sponsibilities of great wealth, He 
used his fortune with imagination 
and intelligence as a means of 
accomplishing the pnetterment of 
the world,” 

Edward G, Seibert, president of 
the Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana, said Rockefeller “worked 
miracles in the use of wealth in 
the service of mankind, He leaves 
the world a far better place in 
which to live than it was when 
he entered it,” 

Speaker Bankhead, of the U. S. 
House of Representatives, said: 

“The people of the United States 
and the entire world mourn the 
loss of John D. Rockefeller, the 
greatest philanthropist of all time. 

“His gifts for education and con- 
tributions for medical research 
cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents. Life expectanc; has been 
greatly increased by stamping out 
preventable diseases and improving 
sanitation as a result of his brain- 
child, the Rockefeller Foundation,

MONTGOMERY, May 24,--Ala- 
bama County Commissioners nam- 
ed Joe C, MeCorquadale, of Grove 
Hill, president of their association 
and selected Birmingham for the 
1938 convention Saturday as they 
closed their annual session here, 

McCorquadale, elevated from the 
first vice-presidency, succeeds Pro« 
bate Judge Alex Brantley of Pike 
County, who had served two terms, 

Other officers were; 

J. M, Wood, Calhoun County 
commissioner, J. M, Holt, Lime- 
stone County chairman; W, B, Me- 
Nair, Bullock County probate 
judge, and Cyrus B. Brown, Mont-

James W, Heustess, Montgom- 
ery, was reelected secretary-treas- 
urer, 

The commissioners went on rec- 
ord, by resolution, that the State 
and counties divide the cost of ex- 
amining county books in amounts 
proportionate to the funds collect- 
ed for the two units of government 
by county officials, The State uni- 
form accounting act places full 
cost on counties, 

A resolution urging the installa- 
tion of voting machines in all coun- 
ties was “accepted with  in- 
terest” on motion of Commissioner 
Joe Van Volkenburg, of Madison 
County, Delegates from smaller 
counties protested their govern- 
ments would be unable to bear the 
expense of installing voting ma- 
chines,

MONTGOMERY, May 21.—An 
amendment to the State constitu- 
tion authorizing a State school tax 
of 10 mills instead of the present 
three mills, and relieving the coun- 
ties of all ad valorem taxes for 
the support of education, was pro- 
posed at the opening session here 
yesterday afternoon of the Associ- 
ation of County Commissioners of 
Alabama, Probate Judge J. A. 
Carnley, of Coffee County, report- 
ing for the legislative committee, 
made the recommendation, He ex- 
plained that his committee was 
not advocating any increase in the 
ad valorem taxes—-just a rear- 
rangement with the State as the 
unit for “taxing the untaxed 
wealth,” 

Governor Graves was the guest 
speaker at the banquet meeting 
last night. He had been scheduled 
to speak at the afternoon session, 
but Congressman Lister Hill was 
unable to leave Washington to fill 
his banquet engagement, The Con-

STICKING BEANS—How many 
folks in your neck of the woods 
really know how to stick beans 
and do it right? Some of us know 
how but we will not do it, while 
others try to do the job when they 
do not know how. Nothing is 
more attractive than a nice pateh 
of beans properly stuck, Your 
beans will produce according to 
the sticks they run on if they are 


beans you will make. I have never 
seen a stick so high that the bean 
did not go to the top and then try 
to come back down, Some one 
has said that a bean would never 
stop growing if it had a desirable 
place to run on, The best place 
for a bean to run is on a wire 
fence, provided the fence is prop- 
erly arranged, If you wish to use 
wire fencing you should put one 
string of wire to each two rows, 
Place the posts in the middle and 
put your wire up so the top of 


hte wire will be just a little 
higher than you can reach. The 
top of the wire should be about 


eight feet from the ground regard- 


less of the width of the wire. You 
can use sticks or strings to bring 
the vine up to the wire, The next} 
best plan to be used in sticking 
beans is to use long lumber sticks 
or strips from the sawmill.

ALLISON OF IOWA 

IRST honors for ‘coming close”’ 

to the presidency, although he 
is minus even the standing of an 
“also-ran,'’ must be awarded Wil- 
liam B. Allison of Lowa, 

Allison's doubtful honor came to 
him at the Republican convention 
of 1888, which ended finally with 
the nomination of Benjamin Harri- 
son, later elected President 

Delegates to the convention had 
balloted inefYectually for several 
candidates when a four-hour recess 
was taken to permit a counting of 
noses, Delegates from New York, 
Illinois, California, Visconsin, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, lowa 
and Missouri, went into conference, 

Representatives frem each of 
these states were practically em- 
powered to act for the entire state 
delegation. Senator Hoar of Mass- 
achusetts spoke in favor of Alli- 
son of Iowa after several of the 
candidates had been discussed, It 
was finally agreed that Allison's fit- 
ness for the high job was apparent 
and that he should get the support 
of the conferring states. 

New York state |ad been repre- 
sented, however, by only three of 
its four delegates-at-large, The 
three who agreed on Allison failed 
to reckon with their absent col- 
league, Chauncey Depew, the 
rapier-worded banqueteer. 

Depew was president of a rail- 
road at the time. He had been 
supported as a candidate but was 
forced to withdraw because of 
farm belt opposition to the rail- 
roads. Much of the opposition to 
him had come from Iowa and so 
he turned thumbs-down on Allison, 

Subsequent events proved that if 
Depew had not balked, the con- 
ferring states would have nominat- 
ed Allison and he would have been 
elected President in place of Har- 
rison. 

The ironical part of this personal 
catastrophe is that Allison's stature 
measured fully as high as the job 
demanded. He had moved out to 
Iowa as a young lawyer, served 
eight years in the lower house of 
congress and, beginning in 1872, 
was a United States senator from 
the Tall Corn state for an unbroken 
period of 35 years.

In many foreign countries, however, 
where the bicycle has long been 
elected the leader among vehicles, 
it won its popularity contest on the 
durable platform of usefulness, 


Necessity There. 


“In Bermuda, for instance, where 
automobiles are banned, bicycles 
are virtually a household necessity 
for youth and age, The flat brick 
highways of the Netherlands are too 
good as cycling roads to waste, 
and in many parts of that land 
there are separate paths for bi- 
cycles as well, Shady lanes of the 
English countryside, too narrow for 
autos, are ideal for touring on two 
wheels. In Nicaragua, larger im- 
ported vehicles may necessitate con- 


_Siderable expense, but bicycles in 


droves are imported from England; 
swarms of them dispute the streets 
of Mangua with ox-carts and au- 
tomobiles, 

“Police on bicycles patrol the ca- 
nal paths of southern France, ‘The 
ploughman homeward plods his 
weary way’ no longer; he pedals, 
At sunrise peasant women briskly 
cycle to market, their geese for foie 
gras sitting in rows on handlebar 
trays. 

“The bicycle population of Koben- 


havn, Denmark, is a third as large | 


as the human population. Special 
police direct the two-wheeled traffic. 

‘In Germany bicycle tours are 
popular. Plump frauleins tear along 
at 12 miles an hour, some holding 
cotton umbrellas over their heads. 
Industrial centers are also cycling 
centers, 

“Bicycles are widely used not on- 
ly in England, but also in Ireland 
and Scotland. 

“Such widespread use of cycles is 
comparatively recent, for their 
earlier popularity was spasmodic. 
The first craze was for the walk- 
bicycle, or pedestrian curricle, de- 
veloped in France and popularized 
in England about 1820 by the Brit- 
ish coachmaker Denis Johnson, It 
was simply an invention for walking 
on wheels, a wooden rail mounted 
on two grooved wooden wheels, pro- 
peNed ‘scooter’ fashion. Even John- 
son's riding school could not induce 
current sportsmen to suffer for long 
the general ridicule toward riders 
of these Dandy-Horses. 

“Fifty years, however, brought 
radical changes. A monument is 
erected in Bar-le-Duc, near Verdun, 
France, to the French locksmith 
Michaux who suggested pedals for 
wheels. One of ‘his dissatisfied work- 
men ran away and patented the 
idea in the United States. In Bos- 
ton carriage manufacturers began 
to turn them out, lumbering con- 
trivances of wood. These ‘veloci- 
pedes’ had wooden pedals shaped 
like large spools. A cord was pulled 
to put on the brake, merely press- 
ing a wooden ‘spoon’ against the 
wheel to slow it. 


Revolutionary Step. 


“Translating bicycles into metal 
was another revolutionary step. 
Successively came wire wheels, 
then metal wheels with solid rubber 
tires, then tubular steel bicycles. 
The front wheel was enlarged to 
a diameter of five feet, to cover 
more distance with less pedaling, 
while the rear wheel tagged along 
like a postscript, a foot high. 

“By 1870 this ‘highwheeler,’ or 
‘spider wheel,’ was having its day. 


Six - day bicycle races started. 
Mounting stools were supplied at 
the race track for ascending the 


giant cycle, until builders began to 
construct small steps on the rear 
of the frame. 

“Frequent falls from this speedy 
model hastened its discard and 
cleared the way for the ‘safety’ 
bicycle, with wheels of the same 
size. Pneumatic tires, invented by 
an Irish veterinarian for the com- 
fort of his little son, and ball bear- 
ings contributed to the comfort of 
the cyclist. The craze was on again, 
ushersig in the Nineties, whose cy 
cling days are celebrated in song. 
By 1896 it was estimated that the 
United States had four million ‘bile’ 
riders.”’

He poured 
out his soul in eight feverish pag- 
es, and begged to go along on that 
trip. “I've already been abroad,” 
he wrote. “1 started from Cht- 
cago with $5.50 in my pocket, ana 
when I got back, I still had twen- 
ty-five cents.” 

Two weeks passed—two weeks 
of nerve-wracking suspense. And 
then came a telegram from Jack 
London, It contained only three 


words—three words that changed 
Martin Johnson's life. “Can you 


cook?” the telegram inquired with 
telegraphic abruptness and brevity. 

Could he cook? Why, he could- 
n't even cook rice. But he wired 
back precisely three words—‘‘Just 
try me'’—then he went out and 
got himself a job in the kitchen 
of a restaurant, 

And when the Snark finally sail- 


ed across the rippling waters in| 


San Francisco bay, and nosed 
across the Pacific, Martin Johnson 
was aboard as chief cook and 
bottle washer. 


Almost thirty happy years have 
passed since then-—-years packed 
with action, for Martin Johnson 
sailed the seven seas and 
all over the world from the coral 
islands of the South Seas to the 
jungles of dreary, darkest Africa. 
He made the first pictures of can-

GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADES 
ACTIVE IN EXTRA WORK— 


The fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades, in addition to their regu- 
lar class-room work, have recent- 
ly been active in several oxtra- 
curricula activities which have 
proved quite beneficial, 

As a part of a Nature study 
project begun last year, the inter- 
est aroused in birds by studying 
the different kinds and making 
booklets has led to the organiza- 
tion of a Junior Audubon Club 
composed of members of these 
grades. This club has for its pur- 
pose the study of birds and wild 
animals, their habits and ways, 
and their protection, It is fully 
affiliated with the National Audu- 
bon Society, and received for each 
member from it a pen bearing the 
name of individual members, large 
size pictures of six birds with the 
story of each, and prints to color. 

The material gathered in this 
iclub aids and forms the basis for 
i lessons and discussions 
| 


in Nature study, language, compo- 
sition and reading, In connection 
with this study, periodical excur- 
sion trips are niade to learn of 
the different birds and their nest 
building. In the fall, after nests 
had been abandoned, several old 
worn nests were gathered and 
carefully studied, 

The following poem, written by 
Tillman DeVane, expresses his love 
of birds as gained through the 
study of them in his club work: 


I think the world would never be 
finished 

Without the beautiful birds, 

I love them like Popeye loves 
spinach, 

Their songs are too pretty for 
words, 

As they fly overhead, I think to 
myself: 

jIf I had a bird book to keep on 
a shelf, 

Of all the Martins far and near, 

The Mecher's voice I think is most 
clear, 


The black bird is large, but has 
a clear voice. 

Of all the birds, which would be 
your choice? 

A sparrow is brown, a red bird 
is red; 

It is a shame to send one to the 
dead. 


In the Spring they choose a mate
